"A woman in the building (bous- 
ing the travel agency) opened the 
window and started screaming,

us' ", Lambert sald.'"8ul everyone 
misunderstood and thought she was 
screaming ‘we're on fire'." 

A man who identified himself as 
Duek 'a son-in-law said Ouek is 
Egyptian-born, about 49, and a 
member of the French Communist 
Party. Duek la a frequent visitor to 
Israel and speaks Hebrew fluently. 

But observers said the attack 
seemed to relate more to events ln 
the Middle East and opposition to 
the Egypt! an-Israeli peace treaty 
than to a wave of anti-Semitism in 
France that caused four deaths last 
month in a synagogue bombing. 

"AH indications are that it was an 
attack of political origins." said 
Marcel Leclerc. chief of the French 
criminal police.

Officials at the Treasury are now

According to the new proposal, 
every company, save for financial 
companies and companies doing 
business in cash, win enjoy tax ex- 
emption on 20 per cent of its own 
capital each fiscal year so long aa it 
does not amount to more than I5 per 
cent of Its taxable Income. This is 
contingent upon Its increasing Its 
share capital by the same rate over 
the period. 

The self-employed, more simply, 
will be able to exempt 10 per cent of 
their taxable income before 
calculating tbe amount of tax they 
must pay. 

Uriel Lynn, head at the State 
Revenue Adminlstartlon. said 
yesterday that the latest statistics 
reflect the inventory relief glyen to 
manufacturers — which amounts to 
a major Income tax reduction — 
and tbe fact that the advances on in- 
come tax payments during the first 
half of the financial year were 
relatively low. He said that during 
the second half of the year these 
paymenta had doubled, and this 
would bs felt in the coming months. 
He added that collection of taxes tn 
the coming months from the 
■ business community would grow 
after recently submitted tax 
statements are checked.

Iraqi assails U.S. 
and Soviet Union 

KUWAIT (APj. — Iraqi Foreign 
Minister S&adoun H&mmadi said in 
a newspaper Interview yesterday 
the U.S. and tbe Soviet Union were 
out to "sabotage Arab solidarity 
and Independence. ", 

Inclusion of the Soviet Union in 
the same category with the U.S. as 
an opponent of the Arabs was a 
strong hint of Iraq’s unhappiness 
with the Soviet position on the Iraq- 
Iran war. 

Iraqi Vice-Premier Tarek Axis 
made two trips to Moscow since the 
war broke out 65 days ago. He 
reportedly sought arms supplies 
under an existing Iraqi-Soviet trea- 
ty of friendship and cooperation. 

Hut the Soviets were said in the 
Arab press to have refused to dis- 
cuss the question of arms and Aziz 
met only with second-rank 
Huaxfuns. although In similar trips 
to Paris he was twioe received by 
French President Valery Giacard 
d'KHtnfng.

Defence vs. Treasury 
over 50% budget slash

The Defence Ministry la muster- 
ing Its brass for what Is being called 
a "showdown" session this morning 
with the Treasury over the latter's 
demand that ISi.8 billion be sliced 
from the remaining ISS.4b. of the 
ministry's 1980/1981 budget. 

Prime Minister and Defence 
Minister Menahcm Begin will chair 
the meeting as a special ministerial 
committee tries to mediate the dis- 
pute. 

Senior military officers and 
defence officials will try to convince 
the ministers that It is Impossible to 
tamper with the defence budget any 
more tha^n has already been done, 
without harming national security. 

"The source of the problem," a 
senior defence source said last 
night. "Is that the government, 
specifically the Treasury with de 
factp backing from 'several key 
ministers. Is asking us to cut bock in 
defence expenditures without tell- 
ing us to revise the country-'s 
defence posture." 

The source continued: "Now with 
two-thirds of the fiscal year com- 
pleted, they axe demanding a 90 per 
cent cut In our remaining budget. 
We could fire half the army 
tomorrow morning and cancel aU 
orders, and atiU not be able to abide 
by their uninformed, capricious and 
dangerous dictates."

Aguda, NRP still unsure of 
support for autopsy bill

The coalition executive and the 
leaders ot the two religious parties, 
NRP . And Aguda, will decide only 
this morning whether or not to br- 
ing the amendment to the Anatomy 
and Pathology Law back to the 
plenum today for Its final reading, 
as originally planned. 

They were Still unsure last night 
of getting a majority of more than 
one or two votes for the amend- 
ment. The bill is designed — under 
the 1977 coalition agreement — to 
•bring autopsy procedures Into line 
with what the two parties say are 
the sentiments of the observant 
population. 

Although one of the stumbling 
blocks to passage of the amend- 
ment by a clear majority today was 
‘ hesitation within the Liberal wing 
of the Likud, the Aguda also tried 
strong-arm tactics on the NRP. 

Aguda MKs told NRP leaders 
that the Aguda would quit the coali- 
tion and bring the government 
down If the autopsy legislation Is 
not passed. The Aguda leaders said 
that If the NRP was really reluctant 
to go to elections earlier than 
November 2981 — because of the 
setbacks and strife caused by the 
Abuh&tzelra corruption allegations 
— then the NPR should work 
harder to mobilize a majority for 
the amendment.

among themselves that they cannot 
lose by such brinkmanship inside 
the coalition.

Peres claims decisive 
majority over Rabin

TEL AVIV. — Labour Party 
Chairman Shimon Perea 
declared after midnight yester- 
day that his supporters won an 
absolute majority in the elec- 
tion of delegates to the party’s 
convention.

A record 140.000 of the Labour 
Party’s 2S3.000 members turned out 
to vote in polling stations 
throughout the country — ln the 
cities, development towns, kibbut- 
zim and ra os ha vim. By midnight 
99^r of the vote — 75,000 — had been 
counted. The convention on 
December 17 and 18 will pick the 
party's choice for prime minister In 
next year's Knesset elections. 

Reports reaching Peres' head- 
quarters here indicated a sweeping 
victory for the party chairman. 
Peres and his aides were par- 
ticularly heartened by the results 


Syrian

Rabin last night complained that 
bis representatives had been 
barred from many polling stations, 
Including those In Rebovot, 
Civ&t&yim and Ramie, when the 
votes were being counted. But 
Peres dismissed this complaint, 
saying that "one must learn how to 
lose honourably." 

The voters did not choose 
between Peres and Rabin; they 
elected 2,881 people who, along with 
340 party representatives in the 
Knesset. Hlstadrut Central Com- 
mittee and the party’s Leadership 
Bureau, will make the choice. 

None of tbe convention members 
is legally committed to support any 
candidate. Some may go to the con- 
vention on the baste of personal 
friendships In their branches rather 
than their alliance with either 
Peres or Rabin. Moreover, both 
camps will try to woo the undecided 
members during the three weeks 
preceding the convention 
December 17 and 18. 


It was not clear how last Satur- 
day's L‘ Express report affected the 
vote. The report said that 
businessman Bezalel Mizrahi had 
paid the XL250.000 court fine Im- 
posed on the former premier’s wife. 
Lea. for Illegally holding a bonk ac- 
count in the U.S. The paper said 
that Peres supporters learned 
about this contribution when ex- 
amining Mizrahi’s files and have 
the cancelled cheque. 

Rabin asked Peres to refute the 
report, and Peres agreed. Their 
lawyers — Yitzhak Moritz and 
David Lib a! — considered the text 
late last night. No details were 
available by press time. 

Peres said he feared voters would 
think he was behind the report and 
would turn against him. But some 
people who voted for Peres 
suggested Rabin had leaked it 
because he believed it would hurt 
the chairman. 

Both Peres and Rabin voted 
yesterday morning at the some sta- 
tion at Afeka. They later visited 
other polling stations.

Polish unions warn

WARSAW. — Free trade union 
leaders yesterday announced plans 
for a general strike ln factories 
around Warsaw as Poland entered 
a new crisis over the arrest of a un- 
ion printer. 

Simultaneously, railway driven 
halted suburban train services in 
Gdansk ,&nd Warsaw for four hours 
and coal miners in the Katowice 
cool basin downed tools for two 
hours. 

The Warsaw leaders of the 
Solidarity free trade union told a 
press conference that at least 80 
factories would he prepared for 
strike action today. .They also 
issued a six-point ltet'of demands.* 

The first of file demands was for 
the release of Jan Narosnlak, a 
printer who had been arrested and 
charged with betraying state 
secrets for copying a document 
dealing with official policy on dis- 
sidents. 

Solidarity claims that the docu- 
ment, which was issued in tbe name 


of Prosecutor. General Luc Jan 
Gzublnski, demonstrates official 
opposition to the new tree trade un- 
ion movement. 

That charge was denied yester- 
day in an article in the Communist 
Party daily Grybvna Ludu. 
Solidarity also demanded: 

• The naming of the authors of the 
-document; 

• The release of jailed dissidents; 

• An official investigation of the 
people .responsible for suppressing 
demonstrations during labour 
protests in 1970 and 1976;

No supporters in sight 
for a Weizman party

A loading Liberal Party sym- 
pathizer of Bzer Weizman, Jewish 
Agency chairman A rye Dulzin, has 
pointedly dissociated himself from 
Wcizmnn's plans to fo.rm a new par- 
ty. 

•■I wish him the best of luck,” 
Dulzin told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. “But that's all. Frankly, 
I have been very disappointed with 
Ezcr Weizman over recent 
months.” 

Dulzin was a key figure in behind-, 
tho-sccncs maneuvers. Involving 
Weizman and other Likud per- 
sonalities. a year ago which were 
reportedly aimed at forcing 
Premier Menahem Begin’s early 
retirement and his replacement by 
Weizman. Dulzin's 1 passive — In- 
deed negative — response to Weiz- 
man's current proclamation -of in- 
dependence must be seen .as 
something of a blow to the former 
defence minister, especially as it 
seems to typify the reaction of other 
erstwhile sympathizers and would- 
be followers. 

There have been no public 
protestations of support for Weiz- 
man from any leading political 
figures. Of the two men he men- 
tioned in his television Interview on 
Friday night. Moshe Dayan gave a 
noncommittal answer and Yitzhak 
Rabin declared that he would stay 
in Labour, regardless of the out- 
come of his leadership contest with 
Shimon Peres. 

. Another man mentioned as a 
possible partner with Weizman in 
founding a new party Is former 
justice minister Shmuel Tamir. But 
Tamir has remained remarkably 
reticent in the wake of Welzman's 
TV appearance. Political pundits 
believe he will seek his way back 
into the Likud before the elections 
rather than chance his luck again In 


a new party. (Tamir Is one of the 
few survivors still clinging to the 
remaining vestige of the 
Democratic Movement.) 

- Aryc Dulzin told The Post that he 
had been "disappointed" with 
Weizman ever since the latter 
resigned as defence minister 
earlier in the year. His elec- 
tioneering on behalf of U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter was another 
rash error. Dulzin said. 

Dulzin himself was "comfor- 
table and proud” to be chairman of 
the Jewish Agency and had “no 
other thoughts — at least far the 
time being.”- Dulzin added that 
Weizman had not contacted him 
since his TV appearance on Friday 
and his ouster from Herut on Sun- 
day night. 

Some observers cited the phrase 
"for the time being” as possibly 
signifying that Dulzin had not, clos- 
ed the door completely on the' idea 
of joining Weizman in the future. 
“There is no need for him to take 
the risk now,” these observers 
reasoned. "He can always jump on 
later.” . .. . - 

The observers listed MK 
Avraham Katz, Tel Aviv Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat, Ram at Gan Mayor 
Ylsrael Peled, and possibly MK 
Menahem Savidor as disgruntled 
Liberal Party personalities who' 
should all be considered likely or 
possible converts to a Weizman- led 
1 party in the future. They feit that 
Katz and Savidor would be par- 
ticularly useful converts — if they 
joined before the election campaign 

— because they would bring with 
them their right to part of the 
Likud's campaign finance funds. 

One Herut activist likely to throw 
- in his lot with Weizman is Micha 
Reisser, head of the party's 
organization department. He was 
the only secretariat member who 
voted against Weizraan’s ouster 
from Herut on Sunday' night. 


Two Nablus students hurt 
in campus demonstration

Ben-Elissar: Normalization improving

Ambassador to Egypt Ellahu 
Ben-Ell sa ar made a lightning home 
visit yesterday for consultations 
with Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and his aides. 

Foreign Ministry officials said the 
issues discussed were "routine" 
despite the drama and brevity of the 
envoy's visit. (Ben-Elissar was 
back in Cairo by evening.) The en- 
voy called on Premier Menahem 
Begin at his office In the Knesset, 
but told newsmen he brought no 
particular letter or message from 
President Anwar Sadat. 

This was Ben-EUssar's first visit 
to Jerusalem since being 111 with 
hepatitis for several weeks. He had 
warm praise for the medical atten- 
tion he received in his home In 
Mahdi, a residential suburb outside 
Cairo. . 

In radio interviews, the am- 
bassador spoke of “a great Im- 
provement” in the state of the nor- 
malization between the two coun- 
tries. There were still some- issues 
which the embassy had to keep rais- 
ing with the Egyptian authorities,, 
he noted. But on the whole, he 


declared, relations were "good and 
on the right track.” 

His remarks contrasted markedly 
with bis public statements earlier in 
the year, in which he often com- 
plained at the sluggish and ap- 
parently reluctant attitude of the 
Egyptians towards normalization. 

He mentioned particularly the 
opening of the land border to transit 
of goods which, he said, was a 
significant step forward. 

Ben-Elissar said he felt the Cairo 
government was now waiting far 
the new administration to take ov ra- 
in Washington before proceeding 
with the autonomy negotiations. But 
he denied that Egypt was awaiting a 
change of government in Israel, too. 

“The Egyptians are wise and sen- 
sible," he said. "They would not 
build a policy upon speculations." 

He cautioned against “delusion" 
regarding .Egypt's attitude to the 
proposed Golan annexation bill. 
Despite Sadat's seemingly 
moderate tone In recently reported 
statements, Egypt's "official and 
declared position" was firmly 
negative towards the bill, the envoy 
declared.

•In his vigorous defence of Am- 
bassador EpHtafttf ' EWoh'-'.tbs 
prime minister Rejected "the 
criticism that Likud members 
Yosef Rom and Michael- Dekel 
directed at the diplomat. The two 
complained that Evron had failed 
in his duty by not having establish- 
ed contacts earlier with the Reagan 
team. They charged that he had ex- 
ceeded his authority In moving too 
close to President Carter's camp. 

But Begin called Evron "a fine 
ambassador” and a man who "does 
a very good job." The best proof of 
Evron’s close ties with the Reagan 
camp, argued Begin, was the fact 
that Reagan's senior, aide, Richard 
Allen, had ■ telephoned the am- 
bassador to ask Israel not to take 
offence when Reagan agreed to 
meet with the West German 
Chancellor, Helmut Schmidt. 


New national student union launched 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Except for their stu- 
dent cards, Israel's students have 
received nothing from the National 
Union of Students (NU3) over the 
last few years because union of- 
ficers have been more concerned 
with politics than with student af- 
fairs. Elhanan Abramov, chairman 
of the new Organization of Israeli 
Students, made this charge at a 
press conference yesterday In ex- 
plaining why the new organization 
was formed. 

According to Abramov, students 
at Ben-Gurlon University in 
Beersheba, the Technlon,' Haifa 
University and the Welzmann 
Institute became disenchanted with 
the union after the last union elec- . 
tions. "In order to make sure Tzahl 
Hanegbi got elected chairman, they 
promised people jobs in the union. 
Then they tripled dues to pay all the 
new salaries,” Abramov said. 

Hanegbi denied that votes were 
bought and said that the only paid 
positions in the union are those of 


the chairman and four (half-time) 
deputy chairmen. The Increase In 
dues, he said (from half a shekel to 
a shekel and a half per student), 
doesn't begin to cover the Increase 
in operating costs. 

He claimed the new organization 
represents only the 10,000 students 
in Ben-Gurion University and the 
Technlon. 

The apolitical student unions of 
Haifa and Ben-Gurion universities, 
the Technlon and the Welzmann 
Institute decided to break away 
from the NUS last month because 
they believed Tehiya Party activist 
Hanegbi, son of Tehiya MK Geula 
Cohen, would turn the NUS Into a 
party political Instrument. The 
breakaway unions, which yester2ay 
launched the new organization, 
represent almost 40 per cent of the 
country’s university students, and 
have invited teachers’ training 
college students to join them. The 
NUS continues to represent the stu- 
dent unions of the Hebrew Universi- 
ty, Tel Aviv University and Bar- 
Ilan

Kosher nouvefle cuisine a la Israel

TEL AVIV. — The chefs from the 
Jerusalem Plaza Hotel who, at the 
Culinary Olympics held last month 
In Frankfurt, won two gold and two 
silver medals for kosher dishes 
such as goose Uver and quinces, 
revealed some of their "secrets'* 
yesterday. 

The Culinary Olympics are held 
once every four years. This year 
Israel placed fourth out of 24 
national teams. . 

The Jerusalem Plaza team par- 
ticipated aa an Independent group 
and not part of the national team. It 
was the first time that an Israeli 
hotel has received such high 
honours. 

Shalom Kadosh, the Plaza's ex- 
ecutive chef, yesterday termed his 
creations "kosher nouvelle cuisine 
a la Israel." . 

Kadosh claims that chefs oil over 
the world simply cannot believe 
that he Is able to prepare gourmet 


food without butter, cream, 
seafood, pork, or game. 

Kadosh revealed that the uni- 
queness of "kosher nouvelle cuisine 
a la Israel ... Is the drawing together 
and blending of the various culinary 
traditions represented in Israel, 
prepared within the framework of 
the dietary laws, and by the use of 
local products." 

Among the dishes which won 
medals were "Le foie d'ole au 
coing" (goose liver with quince), a 
combination of goose Uver and 
quince wrapped in a delicate 
strudel Clough.

sweetbreads with honey and orange 
sauce. 

■ "Lea medallions ■ de veau 
Sabra,” veal enhanced by natural 
mango and avocado sauces. 

• "Lea pigeons fare is ha'Arava," 
an Israeli dolicacy made from four 
young pigeons, which are stuffed 
and spiced with salt, pepper, sherry 
and cognac.

European Community weighs 
another mission to Mideast

I^ONDON. - - The heads of state of 
the European Community, who 
meet in Luxembourg next Monday. 
Arc expected to decide on a new 
"Thorn-type" mission to tbe Middle 
East next year. This Is cute of tbe 
proposals considered this week by 
the foreign ministers of the nine 
countries at their two-day 
preparatory meeting in Brussels. 

According to Foreign Office 
sources here, the purpose of the 
Luxembourg summit will be to cost- 
aider the work done by officials of 
the EC since the Venice declaration 
and since Luxembourg’s Gaston 
Thorn visited the area. No decision 
has been reached on the timing of 
the mission or whether it will be un- 
dertaken by one individual or 
representatives of more than one 
country. 

But one thing Is clear: Hie EC In- 
tends to keep up the initiative. Con- 
trary to a report In the Inter- 
mttUmnl Herald Trilntne, British of- 
ficials will not oppose any major 
European Initiative on the Arab- 
Iarael dispute “in a gesture design- 
ed to get Europe off on the right foot 
with the Reagan administration." 

In fact. British officials. In co- 
operation with their colleagues of 
the EC have been busy “putting a 
little flesh on the bones of Venice" 
and preparing working papers on 
such subjects as Jerusalem, 
withdrawal by Israel from 
territories and the issue ot self- 


dctcrmin.uion. The countries are 
understood to be close to agreement 
on many Issues. 

The purpose of a new mission 
would be to "try out" some of the 
agreed suggestions with the parties 
concerned. 

EC sources in Brussels said 
yesterday that the Impending 
change of administration in the 
U-S. and the approach of general 
elections in Israel have slowed 
progress, and a new statement Is 
needed to give credence 10 the 
peace initiative. 

Meanwhile, it was reported that 
Dutch Foreign Minister Christoph 
van der RZaauw has asked a Dutch 
diplomat to be his "ambassador to 
the Middle East" if the EC extends 
its present peace Initiative. 

The Netherlands assumes the six- 
month rotating presidency of the 
EC on January 1 and Van der 
Klaauw, as president of the EC 
council of ministers, will be its 
representative fbr relations with 
other countries. 

Foreign Ministry officials In The 
Hague said Van der Klaauw did not 
reveal who had been asked, but said 
he felt the duties of the EC 
presidency. Including the entry of 
Greece In January as the 10th 
member and pressing budget 
problems, would prevent him from 
devoting sufficient time to the 
Mideast. 

The officials added that a Dutch 
negotiator would not be a com- 
petitor to U.S. Mideast negotiator 
Sol Lin owl tx.

Druse tells tale 
of reincarnation, 
hidden treasure 


DALIAT EL-CARMEL (Itlm). — 
For 20 years the dowry — a jar of 
gold coins - had lain buried in a 
Galilee village, its location a 
mystery since the death of Its 35- 
y ear-old owner. 

And for those 20 years a girl, bam 
.in the Mount Carmel town ot Usfiya 
on the same day the dowry’s owner 
died, grew up - knowing nothing of 
cither the lost gold or the widower 
who still lived in the same house. 

That’s the story the Druse are 
t cl ting this week - and how the girl 
noticed something familiar in the 
Galilee village she was visiting and 
pointed unerringly to exactly the 
spot where the gold was burled, say- 
ing she is the reincarnation of the 
woman who burled the jar. 

The girl's Identity has not been 
revealed, because of a Druse tradi- 
tion imposing secrecy on reincarna- 
tion. Nor was tbe exact village, 
where she had gone to visit with 
relatives, identified.

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Iraq insists Abadan is in ‘tightening stranglehold’ 

Iran claims success in offensive 


BEIRUT (API; — With Iran claim- 
ing' fresh gains yesterday, Presi- 
dent Abolhassan Banl-Sadr said his 
forces were "approaching the point 
of forcing the Iraqi government to 
concede defeat" ih the Persian Gulf 
war. 

But Iraq said its infantry and ar- 
mour held back the counterat- 
tacking Iranians along the 480- 
kilometre battlefront with its 
Soviet-made fighter-bombers and 
helicopter gunshlps escalating 
raids against enemy supply lines. 

War progress reports from 
Teheran claimed- "soldiers of 
Islam" cracked a flve-week-old 
Iraqi siege of Iran's major oil refin- 
ing city of Abadan, pushing the 
enemy 10km. from Abadan's 
northern and eastern approaches. 

But Iraqi broadcasts insisted the 
burning city was in a "tightening 
stranglehold" with all fta highway, 
railway and pipeline links with the 
rest of Iran severed by invading 
Iraqi forces. 

Bani-Sadr spoke during a six- 


hour inspection tour of Isfahan's air 
base in central Iran. Excerpts of his 
speech were carried by Iran’s of- 
ficial news agency Pars. 

Pars said Bani-Sadr presided 
over a late-night session of Iran’s 
Supreme Defence Council at an un- 
disclosed location in the embattled 
Oil province of Khuzistan on Mon- 
day and took a series of secret 
resolutions concerning the con- 
duct of the war. 

Council spokesman Hojatoleslam 
Sayyed All Khamenei told Pars 
Iran’s position in the current battle 
for the strategic highlands in 
western Iran has improved. 

"Our forces scored considerable 
successes on the Susangerd and 
Abadan fronts and In the Ahvaz 
region." Khamelnl said, but Pars 
said Iraqi forces were moving up 
reinforcements of Infantry and ar- 
mour to Susangerd. 

Meanwhile, two Algerian am- 
bassadors left Algiers for 
Washington- yesterday carrying 
Iran's latest negotiating offers for 


the release of the 32 American 
hostages, government news media 
reported. 

The two envoys are ambassador 
to Washington Recta Malek and am- 
bassador to Teheran Abdelkrim 
Ghcraib. They brqpght the Iranian 
note to Algiers on Sunday night and 
conferred at. length on Monday 
nlgbt with Algerian Foreign 
Minister Mohammed Beny&Ma. 

In Washington, U.S. Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskle said yester- 
day he expects no early 
breakthrough In the year-long 
hostage crisis despite positive signs 
that Iran is willing to work on a 
solution through diplomatic 
channels. 

Later. White House press 
secretary Jody Powell said Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter was pleased 
that negotiations -were remaining 
within diplomatic channels but that 
the administration had no word on 
the "substantive aspect" of the Ira- 
nian response. (AP, UP I, Reuter) 


Upper Volta gov’t falls in 
bloodless military coup 


ABIDJAN (Reuter). — A military 
coup on Monday night overthrew 
the democratically-elected civilian 
government of President Sangoule 
Lamiz&ma in Upper Volta. 

Diplomatic sources here in the 
neighbouring Ivory Coast said the 
coup was led by Colohel Saye Zer- 
bo. a former foreign minister who 
now commands a regiment In the 
country's capital, Ouagadougou. 

The sources said there had ap- 
parently been no violence and 
Lamiz&ma was still at his 
residence. “Not one shot was 
fired," an Upper Volta diplomatic 
source said. 


The sources added that according 
to a radio announcement the new 
regime had dissolved parliament 
and suspended the constitution. 

The sources said that Upper 
Volta's two international airports 


at Ouagadougou and Bobo- 
Dioulasso were closed and all 
telephone and telex links with the 
country cut. 

The new rulers have imposed a 
curfew from 7 p.m. to 8 a.m. 

The coup, the third since Upper 
Volta's Independence from France 
in 1960, was preceded by a two- 
month teachers' strike which led to 
a major .political confrontation 
between the opposition parties, 
which supported the teachers, and 
the government 

Lamizana came to power through 
a 1966 coup. 

Meanwhile, sources in Bangui 
said yesterday that former Central 
African Republic prime minister 
Ange Pataase has been freed after a 
year In prison. The sources said. 
Patasse who headed depoae'd 
emperor Jean-Bedel Bokasa&’s 
cabinet, was freed three weeks ago. 


Britain’s unemployment hits 8.9% 


LONDON (Reuter). — Britain’s 
record number of unemployed has 
risen steeply again, to 8.9 per cent 
of the work force, according to 
government statistics published 
yesterday. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Sir Geoffrey Howe, said public 
spending would be greater than 
planned this year, mainly because 
more benefits were going to the un- 
employed, who at today’s figures, 
total 2,162,874, compared with 2,- 
062,868 last month. The figures are 
the worst since the depression of 
the 1930s. 

The jobless total was announced 
as industrialists and politicians 
digested a new economic package 
In which the government on Mon- 
day cut interest rates. Increased 
some taxes,, and further slashed 


public spending by £1 billion — 
mainly on housing, education and 
local services. 

Sir Geoffrey said inflation was 
falling rapidly — now at 15.4 per 
cent — but he admitted to parlia- 
ment that the present recession was 
deeper than he had expected. The 
new package la on attempt to get 
tiie economy back on course, and 
includes a £250 million job training 
programme for school-leavers. 


STRIKE ENDS. — A 10-day strike, 
at Zimbabwe's Wankie coal mine 
ended yesterday when 4,000 
workers — four-fifths of the labour 
force — returned to their jobs. The 
men went on strike in protest 
against pension contributions being 
deducted from their wages- 


U.S. blasts 
Soviets for 
Afghanistan 


MADRID (UPI). — Sidestepping 
Soviet attempts to trap them In a 
procedural struggle, U.S., British 
and West German delegates to the 
'European Security Conference join- 
ed yesterday in condemning the 
Soviet invasion of as a 

violation of the Helsinki accords. 

"In sum," U.S. Congressman 
Dante Fascell said, "the situation Is 
one of bloody, brutal repression In- 
stigated and perpetuated by the 
Soviet Union, depriving 
Afghanistan and Its people of their 
Independence and freedom." 

Fascell. chairman of the Joint 
Congressional Commission on 
Security and Cooperation in 
Europe, led a 14-member U.S. con- 
gressional delegation, attending a 
week of conference sessions. 

The Florida Democrat addressed 
a meeting of the conference’s word- 
ing group on "questions relating to 
security in Europe.”- * 

Soviet bloc delegations began an 
attempt at Monday's first meeting 
of tbe working group ,to divert 
debate onto the procedural question 
of how to divide their time. 

The group will review implemen- 
tation of the 10 principles guiding 
relations between the 85 nations 
which signed the 1973 Helsinki final 
act and of so-called confidence- 
building measures in the military 
sphere. 

' As yesterday's meeting opened, 
the British and American delegates 
took the floor one after another to 
speak on the principles. After what 
was described as "a furious at- 
tack" by a Soviet diplomat bn this 
alleged breach of order. West Ger- 
many continued the' debate’.

The plan calls for a ceasefire In 
the guerrilla war between South 
Africa and the South West African 
People's Organization at the' start 
of a seven-month countdown 
leading to a UN-supervised elec- 
tion. 

Waldheim suggested next March 
for starting the plan, to enable the 
mineral-rich territory and its one 
million Inhabitants to achieve In- 
dependence by the end of 1981. 

He said the January meeting 
should include the “ parties con- 
cerned In the envisaged election." 

In addition to SWAPO, this would 
involve members of so-called 
"internal parties" which do not 
have the special status accorded to 
the guerrilla organization by the 
UN General Assembly and are 
regarded by SWAPO and most 
African states as puppets of South 
Africa. 

Also taking part, as observers, 
would be representatives of the so- 
called "front line" African states — 
Angola, Botswana, Mozambique, 
Tanzania and Zambia — as well as 
Nigeria, the most populous and 
powerful African nation, and the 
Organization of African Unity. 

The five western countries which 
initially drafted tbe Namibia In- 
dependence plan when all were ser- 
ving on the Security Council — Bri- 
tain, Canada, France, West Ger- 
many and the U.S. — would also at- 
tend as observers.

Consent for an autopsy was ob- 
tained from the girl’s mother.

Had this been established during 
the short time at our disposal 
before her death, then we might 
have administered the specific 
treatment for this unfortunate com- 
plication of pregnancy, and might 
have increased the chances of sav- 
ing her life. It wasn't that we had 
lacked knowledge of this uncom- 
mon but important condition. But 
we were faced with a fat, un- 
conscious, dirty patient who wasn't 
the easiest to examine, 'nils unlike- 
ly diagnostic possibility hadn't 
sprung to mind quickly enough. 

As a result of the autopsy and 
many others of that period, the 
lesson was indelibly learned. It has 
remained vividly fixed in my 
memory and doubtless in those of 
my colleagues too. while memories 
of many other professional en- 
counters have long since faded. 
Although it Is unlikely that I would 
be faced with a similar case -today, 

I know I would never miss such a 
diagnosis again. 

One final thought about the new 
law. Whatever the political and 
religious considerations that led to 
.it being presented at tbis particular 
time, the fact that an overwhelming 
majority of the medical opinion ln 


the country judges It to be a signifi- 
cant retrograde step and that the 
law should have been Introduced in 
the Knesset by the Minister of 
Health seems to me to be straight 
out of Chelm. 

LET US now consider the "sanc- 
tions" by which some «f my hospi- 
tal colleagues recently were successfully 
clogging up their departments to an 
even greater extent than usual, 
thereby causing those who are by 
definition already suffering to suf- 
fer even more. 

I certainly believe that a doctor's 
basic monthly take-home pay, 
without any over-time or other 
supplements compares un- 
favourably not only with that of other 
professionals, but often also 
with that of the junior clerical staff 
with whom they work. Nor do I 
recall that anywhere ln the Hip- 
pocratic Oath, so often quoted at 
doctors these days, does It say that 
wc have to carry out our duties for 
only minimal financial reward. I 
do, however, feel that there are 
available more Imaginative and 
effective ‘‘sanctions," which would 
hurt the public far less than those 
Implemented. 

I suppose, though, on reflection, 
that in a country where the Minister 
of Health acts in a way which seems 
directly to endanger those very In- 
terests he is supposed to defend, 
then It shouldn't come as any great 
surprise that some doctors Insist on 
adopting measures moat likely to 
rapidly exhaust any good-will the 
public, their clients, still retain for 
the medical profession.

by the candlelight shining through 
the Jack O’Lantern’s fangs, and as 
the kids nervously munched freqhly 
baked and salted pumpkin seeds. I 
kept worrying about that big mix- 
ing bowl full of pumpkin in the 
refrigerator. 

Then I recalled my treasured 
pumpkin pie with oat-neal crust 
recipe, which was always a hit In 
the old country. The Israeli 
pumpkin is not exactly the same os 
Its American cousin, but I 
suspected it could be spiced into a 
reasonable facsimile. And, ln fact, 
that's how it turned out. 

BEGIN WITH the crust, as it should 
be refrigerated while the filling Is 
being prepared. Toss 1 cup un- 
cooked oatmeal, 3T brown sugar, ft 
cup minced walnuts, and % Cup 
melted margarine, and then preas 
into a pie pan up to the rim. 


While the crust is setting in the 
refrigerator, prepare the filling, by 
mixing 1 cup brown sugar, 2T flour, 
J4t. nutmeg. It. ginger, %i. cloves, 
%%. salt. 2 cups boiled pumpkin, 
well drained and pureed, one 
and % cups milk, and 2 slightly 
beaten eggs. 

Mix all the ingredients and then 
gently pour them Into the pie crust, 
filling to the edge. The rim should 
be almost covered, or else It will 
burn before the filling sets. Bake in 
a medium oven for 60 to 90 minutes, 
or until the filling has set, which 
you can determine by poking in a 
knife and checking if it comes out 
clean. 

•Hie pic may be served warm or 
cold, and either way it slices easily. 
Some prefer it with whipped cream, 
but I found It rich enough as is. The 
oats and pumpkin are complemen- 
tary ln taste and in colour, and as 
desserts go, this pie is quite 
nutritious.- For my six kilos of 
pumpkin , I tripled my 
measurements all around, so there 
was plenty of pic to go around.

Leather is a better buy 

Greer Fay Cashman finds a change of image at Danaya. 


IF YOU'RE one of those people who 
has a distaste for synthetic fabrics, 
you're going to go into shock when 
the cold sets In and you have to. 
start buying a new winter ward- 
robe. The astronomic increases in 
prices since last winter are enough 
to set your blood boiling ... (so 
maybe you won’t need that warm 
new coat after all). 

A good quality wool coat retails In 
the vicinity of 132,000 and upwards 
— and even skimpy little car coats 
have price tags ranging from £3500 . 
to IS 900. The less costly are fre- 
quently unlined. 

While the price of leather and 
suede has also risen sharply. Infla- 
tion appears to have made less of 
an impact on the leather industry 
than it has on wool. 

Most leatherwear shops cater 
'more to tourists than to the local 
population, and prices are 
therefore marked In dollars. Even 
when the figure is multiplied by 6.7 
(the rate of exchange at the time of 
writing) , the total works out to less 
per garment In most cases, than a 
similar Item in wool. 


MY FRIEND Norma takes her two 
Siamese kittens in her bag when 
she goes visiting. Phyllis has a pup- 
py snout peeping up above the 
zipper of her handbag. I just carry 
ray life around on my arm or over a 
shoulder dally: a portable office, 
miniature medicine cheat, makeup 
counter, library, post office, 
telephone directory and Junks hop 
everything to see me through a 
day or even a week.

At Danaya jfor Instance, coats 
range from 5200- $250, jackets from 
$80 to $180, pants average $ 120 , 
skirts $105 and vests $80. While the 
vests are somewhat expensive, the 
bulk of the merchandise is very 
competitively priced. 

Danaya has expanded over the 
past year due to a change of 
ownership. Australian immigrant 
Dennis Spitz er bought out the firm 
last December, gave it a new image 
and increased its retail outlets. 
There are now four Danaya shops 
located where they are most likely 
to catch the tourists* eyes. One is In 
the shopping arcade of the 
Jerusalem Hilton, another in tile 
Larotnme Hotel in Tel Aviv, the 
third in Ben Yehuda Street, Tel 
Aviv and the fourth ih Jaffa. ’ 

* The Danaya story Is the opposite 
to what is seen all too frequently at 
'the moment in Israel’s business 
world. Whereas the display win- 
dows of so many other shops 
throughout the country bear signs 01 
closing-down sales,' Danaya. Is 
growing. Spitzer anticipates that 
his export sales this year will total 


$400,000 — quite an accomplish- 
ment for someone who had minimal 
previous experience in leather 
manufacture. 

'An industrial chemist by profes- 
sion, Spitzer and his wife Robyn, a 
pharmacist, arrived in Israel in 
March, 1979 with their five children 
then aged S-%. the two youngest be- 
ing twins. 

In Sydney, Australia, the family 
had run a successful property 
development company, and a dis- 
tribution outlet for Givenchy 
leatherwear and costume jewelry. 

Seeking to develop bilateral trade 
between Israel and Australia, 
Spttzer’s first venture in Israel was 
to set up an import-export agency. 
In his view, that was the least risky 
enterprise. Geographic distance 
ahd a difference in Australian 
tastes soon caused him to look for 
something else, especially when he 
realized that “Israel is not able to 
compete with Far Eastern 
manufacturers" whose prices are 
lower and whose proximity to 
Australia is closer.

Jewelry manufacturing company — 
Splden — which specializes in the 
manufacture of gold and silver 
jewelry set with Australian opals 
and sapphires. Splden enjoys 
modest success on European 
markets.

• With five children to feed and the 
memories of an Australian life- 
style still fresh to his mind, Spitzer 
was interested to diverting his 
energies into other fields. 

He had made a lot of contacts 
amongst ’Israel’s leather people 
while putting together a range of 
samples to take to Australia, and so 
when Danaya waa thinking of sell- 
ing out, he was among the first to 
know. He seized the opportunity, 
and with his purchase of the firm, 
acquired some of Danaya’s 
overseas clientele; Frequent trips 
to Europe and aggressive 
marketing approach brought in 
more orders — primarily from ma- 
jor department stores to England, 
Germany, Austria and Switzerland. 

Danaya uses several designers, 
both local and overseas, with its 
best sales resulting from designs 
purchased to Italy. 

Fierce competition abroad has a 
severe effect on profitability. 
Spitzer estimates that his average 
profit per garment is leas than $ 10 . 
He does better with indirect exports 
when selling to tourists, because 
the mark-up in his shops in Israel is 
considerably less than overseas 
mark-ups. 

He Is dubious about bow much 
longer he will be able to profit from 
exports at all. "Labour in Israel is 
toutprlcing itself,’’ he contends. 


you might say I read them bit by 
bit, over a shoulder, in a bus or 
cafe, under a counter In a snack 
bar, in varied states of dismember- 
ment in my handbag.

“Our labour structure Is not much 
cheaper than that at the countries 
to which we export, and If the. 
prevailing economic situation con- 
tinues. we simply won’t be able to 
compete.*’ 

Spitzer notes that exports to- 
rn any fields of Industry have 
deteriorated since the Government 
abolished its Incentive programme. 
“We are competing with cheaper 
labour countries which are offering 
30- 40 per cent price incentives for 
the sale of products overseas, 
because they feel that it is worth 
their while to give that incentive for 
the export dollar. All we get in 
Israel are a small amount of cheap 
loans which can’t in any way com- 
pare with Incentives given by other 
governments. These cheap loans 
don’t even make up for the uncer- 
tainty in wages which change so 
frequently and haphazardly over 
the year." 

Spitzer claims that the ever- 
changing Israeli wage structure 
makes it virtually Impossible for 
Israeli manufacturers to quote 
prices on which they can make a 
profit. Some are now manufac- 
turing abroad to cheaper labour 
countries and finishing off the work 
in Israel so that they benefit from 
preferential tariff agreements. 

Danaya is now trying to break 
Into the American and Japanese 
markets. Spitzer is undeterred by

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Fine points of winter driving 


.“If you’ve just bought a new car, the following isn’t for 
you. But if you drive a more or less-vintage model, like the 
majority of us, here is my personal checkout list for the 
winter, “ writes POST reporter ZE’EV SCHUL. 


Make sure your battery still has 
plenty of juice left. Any battery with 
over two years of service (and 
often, alas, much earlier) is 
suspect. There la only one way of 
checking It out - go to the expert. If 
it's weary, a “quick charge" won't 
solve your problem. 

Also check out your alternator or 
dynamo. It may he nothing worse 
than a slack belt. But it could also 
be that nothing bdt a new battery 
will solve your problems. 

Direction indicators, emergency 
warning signals and main lights (all 
three functions — parking, city and 
high beams) are my winter-time 
Number Ones on the Sehul- 
Survlval -System — henceforth 
known as the SSS. And they all de- 
pend on the battery. 

Still Impressed with a recent trip 
to Scandinavia — a dusky part of 
the world even, in summer, Z took 
note of the fact that driven there 
drive at all times with their 
headlights on. This, as I understand 
it, entitles them to a neat discount 
with their Insurance companies, 
which more than compensates tar 
the wear and tear of their batteries. 
Look at any moving locomotive and 
you'll get the point. The headlights, 
even in day-time, make it stand out 
from the rest of the landscape much 
more than its gaudy paintwork will 
ever do. 

Of course, it would also help to 
brighten the paintwork of your car. 

. If you were vain enough to get 
yourself an elegant dark blue or 
green car, now Is the time to add a 
bright white stripe — some call 
them rally stripes — right across 
the sides and another one for the 
bonnet. If neatly done In - con- 
trasting colours they will not only 
add glamour to your car, but, what 
is more important, make you 
"seen" on the road. 

If you haven't got emergency 
flashers (and some of the European 
cars haven't) then have them in- 
stalled. It's a first-class attention- 
getter if you ever are in trouble. 

This business of being seen also 
includes your seeing what goes on 
outside. I fit .new blades to my 
windshield wipers every winter and 
add a detergent to the window- 
washer liquid. What I'd really love 
to install is one of those “interval- 
wipers’ ' which gives the thing a rest 
for a couple of seconds or so 
between sweeps. 

This is a boon in drizzles and, 
above all, with road hogs who do not 
have rubber mud guards an their 
wheels. Driving behind one of them 
on a wet road will soon mask your 
windshield with a layer of mud and 


oil that will defy even the most ef- 
ficient of wipers. That's where the 
strong detergent solution comes in 
handy. 

The oil residiie is a particular 
nuisance during night driving and 
will- halo the lights of oncoming 
cars. This can make even as flat a 
road as the Tel Avlv-Halfa 
motorway extremely unpleasant 
during early winter hours. 

- To Improve my nightsight I have 
replaced my conventional twin- 
headlights with a halogen set for 
my city lights. This has brightened 
up my first SO metres or so con- 
siderably and was worth every pen- 
ny of the few hundred pounds the 
two bulbs cost me '{two years ago — 
and still as bright as ever).

If your single set of headlights In- 
cludes dim (“parking ,, ) l city and 
high beams all in one and you can- 
not tnjftiin halogen bulbs, I would 
even advise adding an extra pair of. 
reflectors with halogen bulbs. 

More about visibility. If you have 
good demisters up front and an 
electric demisting device, make 
sure they work before the heavy 
rains start. Pd still use an anti- 
fogging cream. on the side panes. 
Most commonly used are green 
-soap-soaked cloths which will keep 
your windows opaque for at least a 
couple of days after each applica- 
tion. 

Driving In winter in Israel la an 
art in its own right. Moat important, 
apart from making sure that the 
driver in front and the one behind 


you are aware ol your presence — 
and in rainy weather this is best 
achieved by turning on your park- 
ing lights — is to keep your dis- 
tance. The guy in front may have 
better brakes than you think he has. 
and the one behind you. — worse 
ones. 

I’d keep my speed to well under 
the permitted limits — certainly no 
more than 80 kph. in rain, even on 
motoroads, if only because of the 
ever-present possibility of 
aquaplaning — either by yourself or 
the car in front of you. A thin layer 
of water on the road will do the trick 
and you may find yourself skim- 
ming along, quite out of control un- 
less you happen to have the special 
tires to cope with this sort of 
problem. 

I certainly wouldn’t trust my 
brakes, even with booster-aided 
discs in front. Water will play tricks 
on you. The smoother road surface 
and the accumulated grime In your 
discs may cause your brakes to per- 
form In a tricky manner, You may 
need more distance to stop or much 
less, especially if your rear 
(conventional pad) brakes act up 
and Jerk you to a sudden stop. This 
could happen after a good dousing. 
"Pumping" your brakes very gent- 
ly coming out of a puddle Is sound 
practice. It also serves to warn the 
driver behind (flashing brake 
lights). 

And another thing — with all your 
windows up — maybe the heater on 
and your stereo booming Abie 
Nathan — you are dangerously '| 
isolated from the road and traffic 
round you. Keep some fresh air 
flow directed at your face. 

Excuse me for the final personal 
question: — how are your breaker 
points? When did you last renew 
your plugs or have them cleaned 
and reset, along with the points? 
How about discarding your air- 
filter with the accumulated dust of 
summer for a fresh winter-time 
one? Open your bonnet — it maybe 
that your car, like mine, has a 
special warm-air funnel to improve 
winter-time engine performance 
(pre-heating the air filter intake). 

. A spray to protect sensitive elec- 
tric connections from moisture is 
-always a good idea. And do keep a 
heavy-duty flashlight in your glove 
compartment. That portable 
lantern connecting with clips to your 
battery isn’t going to do you much 
good If your battery is dead. 

And one more thing — give your 
car a good wax coating to keep the 
rust away. Now is the time to do it 
— you might just as well look 
respectable. 


The case 
for 

motor- 

cyclists

It's not so much the Egged bus 
drivers forcing your motorbike into 
the gutter. It’s not even the! lorry 
drivers who emerge cavalierly 
from side-roads, knowing they will 
win any battle with a two-wheeler. 

It's the would-be Instant pur- 
chasers^ accosting you whenever 
you slow down at a traffic light, 
parking place or pedestrian cross- 
ing, who are the greatest source of 
frayed nerves for. the owner of a 
new motorcycle. They're usually 
teenagers or students, desperately 
seeking- a less-than-antique motor- 
hike, now that new Transport 
Ministry regulations have dried up 
the supply of imported vehicles Into 
the country. But respectable 
family-men In their thirties have 
been known to try. 

“That Yamaha you've got — how 
much do you want for it?” 

“I don’t want to sell It." 

“If I bought it from you, would it 
be difficult to get spare parts?” 

“I don't want to sell it." 

"How much did you pay for It 
new?" 

"I don't know.” 

"I'll give you ILIOO.OOO for It. Do 
you think it's worth more?” 

And so on. Until the lights 
change, the pedestrians have cross- 
ed, or some other escape route 
presents itself. 

As the fuel crisis forces more and 
more people to seek cheaper modes 
of private transport, the price of the 
country's ever- aging stock of 
motorcycles is soaring. And so are 
the thefts of detachable parts and 
even of entire machines. A 1980 
Japanese or American motorbike 
has already acquired the rarity 
value of a postage stamp or coin 120 • 
years older. 

AH the motorcycle driving 
schools have found their businesses 
booming over the last year. The 
Avner driving school in Tel Aviv, 
one of the biggest in the country, 
reports a 30 per cent rise in the 
□umber of their two-wheel pupils 
this year as compared with last. 
And this includes several middle- 
aged men and women, up to the age 
of50. 

Manager Avner Asherov, who Is a . 
member of the National Committee 
of Driving Instructors, said: "The 
pressure to find buyable motor- 
bikes Is becoming unbearable. We 
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Motorcyclists daring a recent demonstration for their rights. 


are finding it difficult to buy 
machines ourselves, especially as 
we must use hikes less than ten 
years old, according to the law." 

The Ofeu and Ramsor motorcycle 
driving schools In Jerusalem report 
similar Increases in the number of 
pupils. Ramsor manager Ylgael 
Simhonl said,' however, that a third 
of his pupils have decided to learn 
on the previously unfashionable 
mopeds, of 50 cc. engine size or leas, 
as they can still be imported new. 


Two-wheelers of all kinds 
now make up only 5 per cent 
of all motor vehicles* down 
from £7 per cent in 1960 and 
compared with a figure of 
about SO per cent In France 
and Holland today. 


The first set of obstacles the 
Transport Ministry sets up for the 
potential motorcyclist is the driving 
test. Unlike their British or 
American counterparts, Israeli 
motorcyclists are not allowed on 
- the road, except with a qualified In- 
structor, until they have passed 
their test. 

Passing the test is relatively sim- 
ple. It consists of little more than a 
fairly Informal five-minute ride 
around the block in the company of 
seven or eight other examinees and 
one examiner. The big difficulty' is 
being allowed to take the teat in the 
first place. The shortage of ex- 
aminers and administrative staff 
mean a long waiting period. 

But after passing the test, the 
motorcyclist faces his largest hur- 
dle in finding '-a suitable - vehicle 
which Is not on the verge of senility. 
-The average age of all two-wheeled 
motor vehicles In Israel increased 
from 7.6 years In 1970 to 10.7 In 1079. 
compared with an average car age 
of 7JJ years. 

• And motorcycles are not only old. 
.They are also scarce. Although 144.- 
000 Israelis at the end of 1979 had a 


Accidents and deaths on the rise again 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The number of road accidents 
and deaths has started rising again 
over the last few months, after ex- 
ceptionally low figures were 
recorded in the first half of the 
year. 

Figures released by the Centra] 
Bureau of Statistics show that 188 
people were killed in road accidents 
in the four months from July to Oc- 
tober, compared with a total of only 
160 fatalities In the first six months 
of 1980. In October alone, 40 people 
were killed and 292 people were in- 


jured seriously In a total of 1,082 ac- 
cidents. 

The seasonally adjusted accident 
figure for October of 1,065 is higher 
than the September figure of 1,042 
and the August figure of 987. 

Nevertheless, the total number of 
accidents in the first ten months of 
this year show a 13 per cent drop 
compared with the same period In 
1979. The number of deaths has 
fallen by 30 per cent. 

In . the administered territories, 
120 accidents were recorded in Oc- 
tober in which 21 people were kill- 
ed.

Gamp any here, told reporters this 
week that only a few firms in the 
world, including Alliance, were 
working on this revolutionary tire 
and that rood testa an it would start 
next year. 

The price of the new-type tires 
would eventually be lower than 
current prices, he said. One of the 


greatest benefits of the synthetic 
tire will be that If it has a puncture 
a motorist can continue driving on 
it for up to several hundred 
kilometres. 


The rainbow of colours In which 
they will come will allow motorists 
to match their colour to that of their 
car. 


Although Alliance reported a 
record net profit of ISl9.9m, for the 
first nine months of this year, 
Greenberg was not willing to 
predict how the situation would be 
next year.

WASHINGTON. — Corporate ex- 
ecu fives and other- key decision- 
makers are far more likely than the ■ 
general public to believe that 
savings associated with smaller 
cars are worth the higher risk of 
fatal crashes, a recent Louis Harris 
survey has found. 

Commissioned by an Insurance 
firm, the survey included the 
following question: “Smaller cars are 
more likely to he involved In ac- 


cidents that result in fatalities, hut 
are less expensive and more energy 
efficient. As far as you are concern- 
ed. is the higher risk of fatal acci- 


dent worth the savings associated 
with smaller cars?" 

Of 400 corporate executives inter- 
viewed, 83 per cent said "yes,' 
compared to 45 per cent of the 1,487 
members of the general public 
questioned, the survey said.

Egged has now submitted a more 
updated and detailed analysis In 
preparation for the next price rise. 

The head of the financial section 
of the public transportation depart- 
ment in the Ministry of Transport, 
Yitzhak Cohen, agrees that interur- 
ban passengers are being charged 
more than the cost* of their 
journey. "But we think a certain 
amount of cross-subsidisation is 
right." he sold.

“We couldn't afford to do that 
because it would be entirely at our 
expense.” claimed one of Egged's 
chief economists. "We need the 
profits we make from the high 
prices on interurban routes to pay 
for our other lines. We wont to 
lower our prices on Interurban 
routes, but only if the government 
allows us to raise our prices more 
elsewhere." 

IRONICALLY, bus subsidies are 
not one of those relics of Israel’s 
early stato-intervCntlonist 
traditions that have been the 
scourge of the present government. 
They were first introduced In 1967 
as & way of stopping price In- 
creases. rather then for any higher- 
minded purpose. At that stage, they 
covered only 10 per cent of the 
costs. 

In 1971, the system of subsidies 
was rationalised in accordance 
with the recommendations of the 
Mosbe Kaahtl Committee. The com- 
mittee estimated the total costs to 
Egged and Dan of running the en- 
tire national public transport 
system In tbe previous year. In sub- 
sequent years, the costs were to be 
Increased by an inflation Index, 
whicb reflected the rise In the price 
of tbe "basket" of expenses of the 
bus Industry. 

The government fixes the ticket 


prices tor all the bus sendees in the 
country and the gap between the In- 
come these prices generate for 
cooperatives, assuming no change 

In the number of passengers, and 
the companies' total costs would be 
covered by a government subsidy. 
Higher price* would mean lower 
subsidies and vice versa. 

Under this system, it Egged or 
Dan managed to Attract more 
passengers to their buses without 
increasing their costs, they would 
make more profits. But. a fall In 
passengers means a fall in Income 
and In subsidies. 

Egged also complains about the 
clause of the agreement which 
allows the government to order 
Egged to open up a new line, or add 
on an extra service, on which It 
' makes large losses, without getting 
compensation. Egged spokesman, 
Rafi Rosenberg claims that the 
government sometimes gives way 
to local pressure groups clamour- 
ing for a better service, because It. 
knows that It will not have to pick 
up the hill. 

Yitzhak Cohen admits that - the 
subsidy system has several ar- 
bitrary features. He said his 
ministry and the Treasury were 
currently examining that system to 
see whether some account should 
be taken of passenger reductions 
caused by price changes. 

"All our requests to Egged to put 
on more services are based on 
careful calculations," he added. 
"And, anyway. Egged can and has 
refused to meet some of our re- 
quests, despite the terras of the 
agreement between us. " He gave 
as an example Egged's refusal to 
send some of Its buses on the Eilat 
route Into Kibbutz Elot to collect or 
drop off passengers. "We had to let 
the EQat municipality set up its 
own bus company because of that," 
he said. 

THE LEVEL of Egged members' 
salaries is at the heart of the dis- 
pute over subsidy levels. The 
cooperative members' salaries are 
about 90 per cent higher than the 
salaries of Egged employees work- 
ing in equivalent positions. And 
members' salaries are still shout 70 
per cent higher than tbe national 
average wage, as they were, more 
or less, when the subsidy system 
began. 

But one of the chief complaints of 
the Transport Ministry Is that Egg- 
ed members have successfully 
maintained their real income level 
regardless of the profit or loss posi- 
tion of the cooperative. “This is the 
root of the problem -of Egged's 
deficits,", aald Yitzhak Cohen.

since the subsidy system began. 
Egged broke even on its profit and 
loss account. The following year the 
cooperative showed a small 
operating deficit, but this was more 
than offset by financing profits. Ac- 
counts for the financial year 1979- 
1990, which ended in March, are ex- 
pected to show a large deficit once 
again, almost entirely due to the 
slump in trade in the last quarter of 
the year. 

Some members of the govern- 
ment believe that tbe easiest solu- 
tion is to put Egged out of Its misery 
by ending Its monopoly, and that of 
its little brother Dan, In the Tel 
Aviv region. One plan proposed by 
the government Is to take away cer- 
tain of Egged's lines and offer them 
. for tender to other companies. 

Rail Rosenberg claims that the 
case of the Eilat municipal bus 
company la a good enough argu- 
ment against such competition. 
Because the Eilat company has 
. only three buses, its overhead costs 
are enormous. And the Transport 
Ministry admits that the Eilat com- 
pany eats up a completely dis- 
proportionate share of tbe govern- 
ment subsidy — about one per cent 
of the total. 

And Egged reckons that if any 
line was taken away -from lt and 
offered for tender, it would be able 
to outbid all other companies. Even 
without the attraction of ito 49 un- 
iversity student hostesses.

Marcus Aurelius 
hates car 
exhaust fumes 1 

ROME (AP). — The bronze statue 
of Marcus Aurelius, corroded by 
pollution from automobile ex- 
hausts, will be taken from the 
Capitollne square for restoration in 
October, otty officials have an- 
nounced. 

The statue of the 2nd century 
Roman emperor and philosopher 
sitting on a horse has been In the 
square — now the city hall complex 
— for more than 400 years. 
Michelangelo designed the square. 

The restoration will take about 
two years and will coat about $380,- 
000 . 

The statue, nearly i»700 years old. 
is suffering from "bronze disease," 
slow corrosion caused by years of 
exposure to automobile exhaust. 
The deterioration has dismayed art 
historians. 

"It's one of the worst cultural 
catastrophes,” said Giullo Carlo 
Argan, former mayor of Rome and 
an art historian working oh the 

I project. 

J officially, automobile traffic — 
which is causing the decay of near- 
ly every marble monument in the 
city .as well as the bronze statue — 
is banned in the historic centre of 
Rome.

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Makr village is first 
Arab development project 


Some short-term semi-speculative 
funds being withdrawn from Israel

-ACRE. — The first Arab residential 
development project has been com- 
pleted nt Makr village, five 
■ kilometres east of here. It consists 
of 324 flats, mostly of the cottage 
. type. The flats vary In floor space 
from tf&oq.m. to 102sq.m. 

» The Housing Ministry, which ln- 
Jtiated the project three years ago. 
also put up a schoolhouse, two 
“-kindergartens, a shopping centre 
„and a mosque. 

The “development town" Is 
destined particularly for Acre 
. residents who live in Old City slums 
and for Arab newly-weds. Each 
1 family which purchased a flat 
receives compensation from the 
government or from Acre 
municipality for their old house and 
a large loan from the Housing 
Ministry. ■ 

Until several mouths ago, many 
Acre residents refused to move to ; 


Mnkr, preferring to purchase a flat 
in the new town of Acre,' populated 
by Jews, most of them new Im- 
migrants. But recently many 
families changed their mind and 
moved to Makr. 

Up to now 80 families have bought 
flats And an additional 100 families 
are due to get the keys by next 
spring. 

The planners consider expanding 
the development project to meet 
the growing demand, mainly 
among slum dwellers here. 

At least 300 families live in old 
buildings, some of which are in 
danger of collapsing. In many cases 
families with ten children live In 
one or two damp rooms, without 
some of the most basic facilities. 

The planners designed the new 
flats in Makr to suit the Arab taste. 
Families which live in 68sq.m. may 
expand their flats to 100sq.m. at a 
relatively small expense. 





Small-town Swiss hotelier shows 
Israelis how to win and keep guests

TEL AVIV. — The little town of 
’ Lenzerhelde-Valbella, Switzerland. 

• has a population of only 2,800, but 
' offers over 12,000 beds in 8,800 eon* 
dominiums and 88 hotels for 
tourists, whose overnight stays ex* 
ceed one million per year. 

The tourists who visited 
Lenzerhelde — a mere hour and a 
half drive away from Zurich — dur- 
ing the past year included 1,000 
. Israelis. This la 126 per cent higher 
. than the number of Israelis who 
' visited the previous year. This was 
reported by the town's tourist direc- ■ 
tor, Schlmun Murk, who Is current- 
ly visiting Israel to promote tourism 
to Lenzerhelde. 

Murk, who believes In coming to 
his clients instead of waiting for 
them to come to him, has met 284 
travel agents during his four days 
here. He la accompanied by a group 


of Lenzerhelde hotel owners, who 
give all the relevant Information 
about their establishments. 

In summer, Lenzerhelde offers 
five cableways, to the mountains. It 
specializes In family holidays, 
which Includes condominiums 
(apartments) for families and 
small groups and day-care centres 
for children. Week-long .stays in 
Lenzerhelde at half-board cost from 
SFr.300 to SFr.500. 

So far most of the Israelis who 
visited Lenzerhelde were couples 
aged 40-00. Murk noted that among 
Israelis the pilots made the best 
skiers. 

Alter two visits here, Murk, who 
gives annual courses to -hoteliers, 
says Israeli hoteliers are too obsess- 
ed with figures to pay close atten- 
tion to Individual guests. '"Hie guest 
should not have to ring far service, 
it should be offered to him before he 
asks.”

TEL AVIV. — Long-term .invest- 
ment money continues to flow to 
Israel In 1980; but short-term semi- 
ape culative funda are conti nuin g to . 
flee, although lately there might 
have been a reversal in this trend. 

This la stated by Raffl Benvenlsti, 
head of the Investment Authority, 
on the basis of reports for the first 
ten months of the current year. 
During these ten months some 
8102m. "private investment" 
dollars flowed into Israel, about 80 
per cent from the- U.S. This is ap- 
proximately the same figure which 
reached Israel during the first ten 
months of last year. 

However, as Benvenlsti notes, 
1979 was a “bad Investment year;" 
a total of 8129m.. (or the equivalent 
In other foreign currencies) entered 
the country. At the same time, 
some 873.4m. was repatriated, 
leaving a total net gain of 885m. 

"Much of the 873.4m. from 


■ foreign Investors * which -left .the' 
country -was -from .former years. 
Moreover, a goodly part of It had 
been invested in real estate and the 
stock market: The investors simply - 
picked up their products and pulled 
their funds out of lsraeL" 

Benvenlsti' has no figures an how 
much has been repatriated so far 
thtw year, but he does have a feeling 
that some of this semi-speculative . 
money' Is again returning to 
Israel.” 

As for- the “solid • investment 
money” which entered Israel/ or 
which Is about to enter the country,: 
he notes that there is one project for

U.S. inflation now 12.2 per cent 


WASHINGTON <AP). — Led by 
surging mortgage rates, consumer 
prices in October climbed another 
full percentage point, for a 12.3 per 
cent compound mwhI rate, the 
government said yesterday. 

■ October’s 1.0 per cent increase In 
the consumer price index matched 
September's rise, the Labour 
Department said. For the first 10 
months of 1980, inflation at the con- 
sumer level accelerated at a com- 
pound, seasonally adjusted 1 SL2 per 
cent annual rate. 

Last year's Inflation rate was 18.8 
per cent. Over the year, average 
take-home pay, after seasonal ad- 


justments, is down 8 per cent, the 
department said. 

The Agriculture Department 
predicted last week that Americans 
will pay 10 to 13 per cent more for 
food in 1981.

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LONDON 1 Reuter l. - The pound 
tumbled on foreign exchanges 
yesterday after thc British govern- 
ment cut thc Interest rates which 
have propped up Its value for a 
year. 

The British currency loot 1-4 U.S. 
cents after Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Sir Qcoffrcy Howe an- 
nounced In Parliament that the 
minimum lending rate (MLR) 
would be reduced from 18 to 14 per 
cent Immediately. 

Sterling opened in London at 
$2.3462 In nervous trading amid 
speculation of an MLR cut. Zt trad- 
ed up $2.3550 before Sir Geoffrey's 
announcement and closed in Lon- 
don at $2.3417, its lowest for almost 
four months and a loss of 0,6 cents 
over the day. 

In Frankfurt the British currency 
fell by more than one pfennig on the 


day to close at 4.49 marks after be- 
ing fixed at 4.508 marks. 

Thc U.S. dollar, strengthened by 
two rises In the prime interest rate 
last week, was steady against 
other major currencies. Zt closed at 
1.0155 marks, the same as its Fri- 
day dosing level and at 1.7273 Swiss 
franca, slightly higher than Its Fri- 
day finish of 1.7255 francs. 


Dealers said they expected in- 
vestors Increasingly to switch their 
holdings to the dollar because of the 
high U.S. interest rates. They ex- 
pected the pound to slip further in 
the next few days but probably not 
to any great extent. 


Gold closed in London at $625 an 
ounce, more than $22 lower than Its 
opening quote, because of what 
dealers called a general Lack of 
buying Interest. 


Marijuana exports Jamaica’s lifeline 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — Exports 
of marijuana have been “almost & 
lifeline" to Jamaica's hard-pressed 
economy, the country’s new prime 
minister said in a U.S. television in- 
terview yesterday. Mr. Sea ga said 
that he would not legalise the sale of 
marijuana, hut could not stop it 
either, because “the extent of the 
sale Is such and the security forces 
are oot big enough to deal with it.’* 


Asked whether he had “moral 
scruples*' about the production and 
export of marijuana, be said: 
“There has been no conclusive in- 
vestigation on marijuana, whether 
It Is debilitating or harmless. I’m 
guided by what the voters want.” 
Seaga, a conservative, won power 
three weeks ago by defeating leftist 
Michael Manley in a general elec- 
tion.

SOLDIERS 

LIFTS 
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Two steps backward 


WITH ONLY some alight last-minute cosmetic surgery done on 
its original version in committee, the autopsies bill Is likely to be 
presented £or final passage to the Knesset today. Only if the ad- 
vance head-count comes up with less than at least- a bate ma- 
jority. could the bill be shelved at this point. The pleas of the 
doctors against the bill have had some effect on some Likud 
legislators, but perhaps not enough to turn the scales. 

In the view of the Likud leadership, it seems, the country’s, 
health needs must still yield to the coalition agreement with 
Agudat Yisrael. 

Since it had its first reading, a fortnight ago, the Agudah bill, 
largely supported by the NRF, has been subjected to some 
withering criticism from an unexpected direction. Experts in 
Rabbinical law have forcefully contended that the entire bent of 
the measure, which would twist the 27-year-old Anatomy and 
Pathology Law out of recognition, Is a violation of the letter and 
spirit of halacha. 

Their point was that, in allowing all close members of a 
deceased person’s family the right to veto a post mortem con- 
sidered vital to promote life, whether by way of the discovery of 
the cause of death or the transplanting of an organ into a live 
sick person, the bill overturns the primacy, in halacha,' of the 
principle of pikuah, rtefesh. 

For this reason, too, some groups within the NRP itself have 
this week come out against the proposed amendments. 

In apparent self-defence, Agudah spokesmen HcCve hastily 
reversed their tack. The bill, so they now explain, does not seek 
to coerce the overwhelmingly secular community into confor- 
mity with their own religious standards. On the contrary, it 
seeks to uphold individual human rights. That, therefore, is the 
purpose of allowing every individual close relative to override 
even all the rest of the family in barring an autopsy. 

The idea of the Agudah as a torch-carrier for individual 
rights, even regardless of halacha, is almost too fascinating to 
be Ignored. But the temptation must be resisted; Suffice it to 
point out that on the same ground every individual close relative 
should be allowed an absolute right to approve an autopsy. 

What really matters is that the autopsy bill is certain to 
grievously set Israeli medicine back, and inflict terrible suffer- 
ing on large numbers of innocent persons. Some of the com- 
ments made In its support by Agudah Solons — such as v “Let 
them (the kidney patients) make do with dialysis,’ * or, “Let 
them (the doctors) learn medicine from books and slides" — 
reveal the medieval mentality behind it. 

Granted, physicians are not angels, and the autopsy decision 
need not be left to their sole discretion. The family must have 
some legitimate say in the matter. But there is a world of 
difference between acknowledgment of this precept and the bill, 
now before the Knesset. 


.one step forward 


THE ENACTMENT, on Monday, of the Guaranteed Income 
Law may not deserve all the superlatives that Labour and 
Social Welfare Minister Dr. Yisrael Katz has showered upon it, j 
but it is an important step forward in Israel’s social legislation. 1 

The law provides for a guaranteed minimum Income, ranging 
from 25 per cent of the average wage for a single person per- j 
manently unable to work to 47.5 per cent for a family with two j 
'Children. The sums involved do not exceed what is actually paid 
now, and are still at bare subsistence level for those who have to 
rely on these benefits. But the legal guarantee of this income 
will have important results. 

First, the law will remove some of the moral stigma that now 
attaches to welfare payments. Recipients of guaranteed income 
will be on equal footing with others who axe paid old-age, invalid 
or other pensions and benefits by the National Insurance 
Institute. What has so far been widely regarded as charily, by 
the authorities and the recipients alike, will now become a 
basic civic light. 

Secondly, by anchoring these payments in lpw, rather than in 
administrative and often ad hoc decisions and by providing a 
mechanism of appeal to the Labour Courts, the application of 
equal rules to equal cases will be ensured. This will reduce the 
demoralizing dependency of an inherently weak sector of the 
population on the arbitrary decisions of local bureaucrats. 

Thirdly, centralizing the payment of welfare benefits in the 
well-oiled administration of the National Insurance Institute 
will make for efficiency, and, hopefully, eliminate the bloated 
administration of the local authorities who now handle these 
payments. Moreover, social workers will finally be free to do 
what they are trained and qualified to do — to deal with social 
welfare and rehabilitation. 

Th flatter may, perhapa, be the most important gain deriving 
from the Guaranteed Income Law. Disbursing financial 
assistance requires different criteria and a different attitude 
than providing social assistance. The first is guided by imper- 
sonal rules, and financial constraints imposed from above. The 
latter must be responsive to the human aspects of the social 
problem presented by each individual case. 

These two approaches are not mutually compatible. They 
have tom social workers asunder for years, and have also tend- 
ed to make welfare recipients see any non-pec uni ary solution 
for their problems as an attempt by the establishment to 
deprive them of cash benefits. 

The new law is therefore a great step forward. The original 
fears of the Treasury that the law will increase social welfare' 
expenditures are exaggerated. Universalizing these welfare 
benefits will probably lead 1 to an increase In the number of 
beneficiaries, but this will be offset by savings due to greater ef- 
ficiency of the system. 

The Guaranteed Income Law must now be complemented by 
a Minimum Wage Law. This is still stuck in the Knesset Com- 
mittee for Social Affairs. For the time being, the guarantee of a 
minimum wage is anchored In an agreement between the 
employers and the Histadrut. Originally, the agreed rnfairwimt 
wage was put at some 40 per cent of the average wage. It has 
meanwhile been eroded by inflation. Only the Minimum Wage 
Law will empower the Minister of Labour and Social Affairs to 
update it periodically, in the absence of an explicit voluntary 
agreement, between the employers and the trade unions, so as 
to bring it into line with the Guaranteed Income, Law. 

The Knesset should, therefore, expedite passage of the 
Minimum Wage Law to make this area of social legislation com- 
plete.

THE LAW 


The government is encouraging people to thumb their 
noses at the law — and at law-enforcement agencies, 
writes The Post’s DAVID KRIVINE. 


CLASHES with the police are 
nothing new. in Israel. When Illegal 
demonstrations are dispersed. It 
happens that blows are exchanged, 
with casualties on both sides. What 
is novel Is what occurred In 1975 at 
the Ashkelon oil port. ■ 

During a strike-' against dis- 
missals, pipeline workers com- 
mandeered four service vessels, 
defied the law — and rammed a 
pursuing police launch. This looked 
like something different an act of 
deliberate aggression against the 
forces of law and order. 

Since then the habit of violent op- 
position to agencies representing 
the sovereign authority of the state 
has caught on. A 2,000-dunam field 
In Sinai was supposed to be handed 
over to the Egyptians In 1979, under 
the terms of the peace treaty. 
Settlers In moshav Neot Sinai, 
hacked by supporters from outside, 
refused to vacate the terrain. They 
threw burning torches and stones at 
Israeli soldiers, clubbed them and 
sprayed Insecticides on them. 

Their opposition achieved at least 
a measure of success. Prior to this 
pitched battle and In a desperate ef- 
fort to avert It, Deputy Prime 
Minister Ylgael Yadtn helicoptered 
.in to negotiate with the 
demonstrators. He telephoned the - 
prime minister, who was in London. 
Begin said he would ask Sadat to let 
the settlers go on cultivating the 
field until the final withdrawal from 
Sinai in 1982. (Sadat refused.) 

The moshavnlks were offered 
IL20m., at last year's prices, in 
compensation for the loss of this 
single, albeit large, vegetable field. 
It is hard' to say whether the 
violence of their resistance had con- 
tributed to upping the ante; it cer- 
tainly did not harm their cause. As 
tough-minded people commonly 
declare, the only way to get things 
done in Israel is to bang the table, 
and maybe not just the table. 

The offence In Neot Sinai can 
properly be described as a riot, for 
which the permissible penalties are 
heavy. Resisting the police or the 


armed forces in the performance of 
their duties is a grave offence 
warranting prison sentences. 

Not so in these cases. The oil 
pipeline workers ^who assaulted the 
police in Ashkelon were fined 
TT.i.pm each. In the Neot Sinai trial, the 
court took account of the settlers' 
idealism and high-minded motives. 
Even so the penalty seems 
derisory: one of the accused was 
Jailed for six weeks, eight others 
were fined IS300-600 apiece. 


VIOLENCE HAS become a 
profitable business. You bit the 
headlines and achieve exciting 
publicity. The government, panic- 
ridden, makes concessions. At the 
end of the day you may suffer a 
trifling punishment. What is there 
to lose? 


So it has gone with the settlers in 
Pithat Rafiah. Their patriotic sen- 
sibilities were so outraged by the 
proposed surrender of their living- 
space In the Yamit area to the 
Egyptians, that they demanded 
extra-large financial compensation 
for vacating it. The time sequence 
goes as follows: 

Stage One: the government's 
offer of indemnity is rejected out of 
hand as not worth discussing. 

Stage Two .-the government is at- 
tacked for its bureaucratic ineffec- 
tiveness in letting time pass without 
thinking up a solution. 


Stage Three: the settlers say 
there will be bloodshed If a solution, 
satisfactory to them, is not sub- 
mitted withlA % fixed space of time. 

Tractors will take to the field like 
battle chariots. Communications 
between Israel and Egypt will be 
cut. The normalization process — 
with the first Arab state that Israel 
has brought to the negotiating table 
— will be sabotaged. .All that 
because 350 families are dis- 
satisfied with a cash offer. 

Stage Four: the government 
yields. Each settler's patriotic con- 
science is bought off for around 
I82.5m. a farm. 


BOTH PARTIES to the above con- 
flicts are guilty. The law not only 
has to be obeyed, it also has to be 
enforced. If the Grelver house is 
not pulled down, the government is 
in breach of the law, just as the 
residents of Gedera who try to pre- 
vent its demolition are in breach of 
the law. 

The residents' most potent argu- 
ment is that the country is full of il- 
legal structures and shacks, so why 
attack just this one fine building? 
The government Is here gravely at 
fault. It has with Its own hands 
created the impasse that it now 
deplores. . 

The reasons justifying its apathy 
are question-begging ones. Shimon 
Peres, when transport minister in a 
previous government, was asked 
(at a meeting with the staff of The 
Jerusalem Post ) why the public is 
not made to comply with the ban on , 
smoking in buses? His. answer: 
what can we do in the face of op- 
position by 6,000 bus drivers? 

What the government can do is 
one of two things : either enforce the

Unfortunately, from an economic 
standpoint, this programme re- 
quires more, not fewer trained 
nurses who understand the function 
of roomlng-ln and their own place In 
it. An opportunity must also be 
provided for mothers to have times 
of separation from the baby, when 
they are fatigued and/or 
frustrated. 

It will be a shame if rooming-in 
programmes in Israel' are discard- 
ed because of problems caused by a 
distortion of the programme and its 
participants’ needs.

Such policies undermine the 
authority of the law.

If 
many people build illegally and to 
all intents and purposes get away 
with It, the decree requiring that all 
construction be licenced loses its 
validity. If unpleasant measures 
are suspended against persons who 
oppose them violently, then all will 
oppose violently. 

The danger is that not only the 
troublesome and controversial 
edicts will be abused, but that the 
sanctity of the legal system as a 
whole is called into question. .
